DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 13-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicants regard as the invention for the following reasons: 

1 . The preamble of claim 1 3 is incomplete and indefinite since it fails to recite 
the functional effect of the device being claimed. An amendment to claim 13, line 

1. after "device" being claimed. An amendment to claim 13, line 1, after "device" 
inserting -- for mixing and freezing a food mixture - would obviate this rejection. 

2. The preamble of claim 21 is incomplete and indefinite since it fails to recite 
the functional effect of the method being claimed. An amendment to claim 21 , 
line 1 , after "method" inserting - for mixing and freezing food ingredients - would 
overcome this rejection. 

3. Claim 21 fails to clearly and distinctly point out that the mixing step is 
carried out within a canister. 

4. Claim 21 also fails to clearly and distinctly point out that the canister 
encloses the elongated spindle (see claim 1, line 4, claim 13, line 5, and claim 29, line 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 and 29-31 are allowed. 

Claims 13-28 are free of the prior art. Claims 13-28 would be allowable if 
amended to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C 1 12 set forth in this Office action. 
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Prior Art Citation 

The Fiedler patent is cited to show a system for re-circulating ice cream. The 
Curry et al patent is cited to show an apparatus for making frozen confections.
